THE SPEAKERSHIP. 

Judge Crisp received last night a telegram 
from The Chicago Times asking him to state 
whether he was a candidate for speaker. 
Judge Crisp replied brietly that he had as yet 
no announcement to make respecting his can- 
didacy. 

THE COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

The general committee, appointed at the 
public meeting this evening to get up the big 
democratic jubilee, met tonight and appointed 
numerous subcommittees to totake charge of 
every detail of the affair. Colonel M. B. 
Council was elected grand marshal, with five 
lieutenants, to manage the affair.

TRAIN WRECKERS’ WORK. 


They Loosened a Kail and Caused a Rad 


Wreck. 

Kansas City, Mo., November 7.—-A special 
to The Star from Sedalia, Mo., says that train 
No. 3, west bound, on the Missouri Pacific, 
was wrecked by train robbers, three miles east 
of Otterville, near the notorious Robber’s Cut, 
at 2:40 o’clock this morning. The train con- 
sisted of seven coaches, including mail, ex- 
press and baggage. ‘The robbers had removed 
the spikes, bolts and fish plates for the dist- 
ance of three rail lengths and placed crowbars 
under the rails, so that they would spread. 
When the engine touched the loosened rails it 
jumped the track, broke loose from the tender 
and ran fifty feet on the ties and turned over. 
Fireman V. Lyons jumped and escaped injury. 
Engineer John Boyd stuck to his post, and re- 
ceived a severe wound on the back of his head 
and had his hand badly cut. The tender 
turned across the track, throwing a part of the 
mail car thirty feet to the side of 
the. track. There were four postal 
clerks in the car and =all were 
shghtly injured. J. D. McCarty, one of 
them, received a severe injury to his right leg. 
The baggage and express cars were com- 
pletely wrecked. The smoker, which was 
tilled with passengers, was turned upside 
down and the car was badly smashed. 
Strange to say, not one of the oc- 
cupants was seriously injured. Two 
chair cars jumpte {the track, but 
did not turn over. The Pullman was the only 
coach to remain on the track. The engineer 
had stopped the train a short distance from 
the wreck to make a repair on his engine, and 
the train was moving only about eighteen 
miles an hour when the engine struck the 
loosened rails, to which fact is, no doubt, due 
the miraculous escape of the passengers and 
train.

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A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


A WOMAN DIES AND HER HUSBAND 
IS HELD RESPONSIBLE. 


People in the Neighborhood Say Her Death 
Was Caused By a Terrible Beating Which 
the Man Gave His Wife. 


J.R. Shipman is confined in the station 
house upon a very serious charge. 

He is charged with beating his wife to 
death. 

Yesterday Mrs. Shipman died under circum- 
stances sufliciently suspicious to warraut 
Shipman’s arrest. 

Last Thursday a weék ago Shipman and 
his wife moved into a house on Factory street, 
near the Fulton County Spinning mills. 

Mrs. Shipman was an operative in the Ful- 
ton County Spinning mills and Shipman isa 
carpenter. Thae two,with their child, a baby, 
and Shipman’s mother, came to At anta from 
Spartanburg, S. C. 

On the day they moved to the house on Fac- 
tory street, Shipman gave his wife a terrible 
beating, so Mrs. Shipman told the neighbors 
the following day, saying that he had nearly 
killed her. 

Friday following the Thursday upon which 
the trouble is said to have occurred, Mrs. Ship- 
man went to work at the factory, but on that 
evening was suffering so much that she went 
to bed, and from there she never got up again. 

Dr. Vining was summoned and attended to 
her illness. 

When Mrs. Shipman died yesterday it created 
quite a sensation in the neighbornood on ac- 
count of the report of the beating she had re- 
ceived, which-had become circulated. 

The case was brought to the attention of the 
police. Dr. Vining was seen by the officers, 
and acting upon what he _—atated, 
Officers Holt and Marshall went to 
the house where the dead woman lay, and 
arrested Shipman. Atthe time of the arrest 
he was in the same room with the corpse. 

To a CONSTITUTION reporter Shipman pro- 
tested that he had never beaten his wife. 

He said that she had fallen out of a door 
several days ago, and was badly hurt by that, 
but as to striking her he had never done that 
in his life. 1f she died of any injuries at all, 
he says it was from the fall out of the door. 

Coroner Avary was notified of the woman’s 
death and the circumstances attending it. An 
inquest will be held this morning.

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- BETTERMENTS CLAIM. 


VICzE PRESIDEN T STAHLMAN TALKS 
ABOUT THE QUESTION. 


He States the Status of the Claim, and 
Speaks of the Outlook From the 
+ Lessees’ Standpoint. 

"No politics—no politics,” said Vice Presi- 
dent Stahlman last night when questioned 
about the significance of his business. 

“‘No,”’ he continued, ‘my visit here has no 
political significance. I believe in home rule, 
and neither myself nor the people I represent 
have any disposition to interfere 
With matters which concern only the 
people of Georgia. Iam here only to look 
viter the interests of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville.”’ 

“What is the statusof the claim of the 
lessees of the Western and Atlantic?” 

‘Unadjusted, as the last general assembly 
left it.’ 

**What is the amount of the claim?” 

“The amount of the claim, including taxes, 
nas been put at about &875,000, but it isnot so 
much now ; the excess rolling stock,amounting 
to $350,000 which the lesses will retain, re- 
duces the claim to about $425,000.” 

“In what shape will this matter be poenraren 
to the present genera! assembly? 

‘That I cannot answer. The general as- 
sembly understands that the matter has not 
been adjusted and will undoubtedly proceed in 
its own way to provide means for its settle- 
inent."’ 

‘(What do you think of the sentiment of the 
present legislature as compared with the last ?”’ 

“Well, decided!y more liberal,” said the 
major, aftera moment's pause. “The senti- 
ment of the people throughout the state has 
undergone a marked change during the past 
twelve months, and Idonot doubt but what 
the general assembly will voice that sentiment 
when the question is taken up for considera- 
tion.”’ 

“Don’t you think that the lease of the 
Western and Atlantic by the Louisville and 
Nashville system has induced some to believe 
that it carried with it a settlement of the 
claim ?” 

‘‘How can this be? There are other stock- 
holders in the lease besides the Louisville and 
Nashville whose right to a settlement the 
Louisville and Nashville Company had no 
power to ignore. No! the Louisville and 
Nashville had no power to make a settlement 
if it would, and ought not to have been ex- 
pected to doso if it could. The money paid 
for the improvements put upon the road as 
well as the taxes paid in Tennessee, was 
taken out of the treasury of the lessees and be- 
longed to all the stockholders in the old lease, 
and it was the money invested in these im- 
provements which enabled the state to get the 
large rental for the road, more than it was ac- 
tually worth.”’ 

“And you think the road was rented for 
more than it was worth ?”’ 

*‘I do, more than it was intrinsically worth 
to the Louisville and Nashville system, and at 
Jeast $15,000 per month more than it would 
have been worth toany other system if the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad had seen fit 
to withdraw its support from the road. You 
see, our company hag furnished the Western 
und Atlantic 77 per cent of its through traffic. 
Take this away and the road would have been 
ruined. Itis only because we had an interest 
in the old lease that we gave this vast business 
to the State read. If we had withdrawn it, or 
given it to the East Tennessee line, the state’s 
property would have been practically ruined.’’ 

‘But the West Point Terminal proposed to 
give as much as your company ?”’ 

“Very true; but that was upon the assump- 
tion that the Louisville and Nashville com- 
pany would continue to support it; it could 
not have been upon any other unless they ex- 
pected to advance rates, and I have no idea 
they contemplated anything of the sort. 
Mr. Norton hesitated a long time about leasing 
theroad, because he believed that the price 
fixed was too high, and feared that it might in 
some way jeopardize the claims of the lessees 
againstthe state; but afer earnesi entreaties 
from leading officials connected with the 
Louisvilie and Nashville system, including 
Vice President M. H. Smith, President 
Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, and myself, and assurances froma 
large number of leading citizens of Georgia, 
that a lease by the Louisville and Nashville 
system would improve the condition of the 
Claim, -he consented that a bid should 
be made. You remember Mr. Norton in his 
letter of Junel%ih said: ‘I quite agree that 
the terms of the lease are very onerous, in 
addition to which there are several matters 
which cause me to decline to entertain any 
proposition to bid; not the least of which was 
the unsettled condition of the claim of the 
present lessees against the state, in which the 
Louisville and Nashville and Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis Companies have au 
interest. Upon mature retiection and after a 
conference with thoughtful friends, I have 
concluded that this ouglit no longer to deter 
me. In other words, I am persuaded that the 
people of Georgia will more readily consent to 
afairadjustment of the elaimifeither the 
companies I represent should lease the road, 
than if the road was leased by another.’ This 
expresses the true state of feelings entertained 
by Mr. Norton, and those who urged him to 
make the bid, including, as before stated, a 
number of prominent citizens of Georgia, some 
of whom had antagonized the claim curing the 
session of the last general assembly,’ 

“You believe, then, that the prospects of a 
settiement are looking bright ?”’ 

“I certainly do,” said Major Stahlman. “In 
fact, I have but little doubt on the subject. I 
have seen enough of Georgia and her people 
to satisfy me that the question is well under- 
stood now, and that the general assembly will 
meet it in a spirit of fairness, and that an 
ainicable settlement will follow.’’ 

“It is said that as soon as you take pos- 
session of the road, solid through vestibule 
trains will be run from Atlanta to Louisville 
and Cincinnati.’ 

“That is what we contemplate doing, al- 
though I am not prepared to speak intelli. 
gently as to details of management. Upon 
one point, however, the people of Georgia may 
feel assured. The same progressive and lib- 
eral spirit which has characterized the man- 
agement of the Louisville and Nashville sys- 
tem for the past twenty years wil] be brought 
into Georgia, and the good people of this state 


will soon realize that they are not to be hurt 
by having us with them.”
